Murder of Mr, Adams, 


WE gave, yesterday, a brief account of tho 


horrible tragedy that has, by the death of Mr. 
ADAMS, become a murder. We now give such 
other particulars,'coucerning the bloody deed, 


1 as wo can gather fr»ui various sources. 


It seems that yesterday afternoon, between 


3 and 4 o'clock, tho murderer, JoJlX FEINER, 
presented at the oflice of Mr. ADAMS, on East 
Water street, a certificate of deposit against 
the Gertnanfa Bank, amounting to over $100, 
for which Mr. PAPEXDIEK offered him $2i>.— 
FKINEK re-fused this and demanded $50, which 
Mr. 1*. in his turn refused to give, whereupon 
FEIXKK grew boisterously angry, and finally 
drawing a pistol threatened to shoot down Mr. 
PAi'EStiriiK unless tho amount he'elaiined was 
forthcoming. 


Mr. ADAMS on seeing these violent demon- 


strations, requee/cd Mr. JoSEl'H COLT to call 
in an officer, when FKINER immediately turned 
and threatened to shoot him down if he stired- 
Mr. ADAMS then started for the door, when 
FKINEU fired the first barrell at him, hitting 
him in the groin, and then the other at Mr. 
I'AIMENUIEK, which fortunately, failed to take 
effect. 
After perpetrating this eold-bloodtjd 


deed, FEIXKU ^walked up stairs into the police 
office, tuid laying his empty pistol upon a 
bo'nch, waited for the police who soon arrested 
him and marched him oft' to jail. 


Tho prisoners account does not diffor materi- 


ally from the above. He says that after being 
refused $50 .for his certificate of deposit by Mr. 
PAPIENDIEK, he borrowed $-1. Bought a pis- 
tol for three, of HAYWOOD, mid after getting 
it loaded, returned to Mr. ADAM'S Bank in tho 
hopes of forcing thorn to give him $50. 


Death of Mr. Adams. 


Mil. ADAMS, as wo stated yesterday was car- 


ried home upon a litter suffering most intensi' 
aud excruciating pain. The wound was prob- 
ed, but no satisfactory result could be attained, 
though nt a consultation of DKS. WOI.CUTT, 
llATCiiAHi), OHTAI.I.I, GoonsriJKD, and oth 
ors it was thought the wound would prove mor 
tal. 
Mr.—A.diuus__ lingered along until about 


midnight, wbch his pains—ccMBotl nn<l lie slept 
the sleep of death, leaving a wife, two children 
and a large circle of admiring friends to mouru 
his untimely loss. 


The Prisoner this Morning. 


Early this morning wo visited the jail in 


company with several persons and saw FEXI- 
Eit. On being informed that ADAMS was dead, 
ho lifted his hands, his frame shook, and he 
exclaimed in a voice broken with emotion, 
"My God ! My God !!" seeming but to have just 
awakened to a sense of his crime. 


The Feeling, 


Tho death of Mr. ADAMS, and tho cruel, 


cowardly manner in which he was murdered, 
has awakened an intense excitement in tho ci- 
ty. Groups are collected in the streets, and 
the murderer is denounced in violent terms.— 
It is certainly a most cruel affair and the mur- 
derer deserves to receive the highest punish- 
ment the law can inflict. 
An inquest was 


held upon tho body of Mr. Adams this after- 
noon, at tho Police Court, before Justice Wa1- 
worth—after which it was sent to Chicago
